farmer is not relieved by taking half

his borses, gathered crops, and farm 


1 machinery, as proposed in this revenue 
{ bill. 
A measure which would take half 


i this tax off the farm and off the farmer 
i at the same time by redistributing bur- 


dens which now press unduly on the 
poorer local governments, would be a 
rational proposal and if passed would 


i give immediate relief to tbe 
farmers 


I without introducing chaos into our tax 
1 system, destroying the privacy of every 


household, and placing shakels on the 
State manufacturing industries. 


The State has only to assume a larg- 


er share of the cost of the public edu- 
cation and take on its own shoulders 
the cost of making and maintaining 
the stem roads which cross township 
and county lines, and both the schools 
and the roads will be improved, and 
the farmers' plaint oi excessive local 
taxation will be met. 
This can be 


done vdth entire propriety, for the 
State has thrown on to the localities 
an undue share of the burdens of gov- 
| eminent while retaining the best sour- 


ces of revenue for its own small needs. 
If the Legislature can not do this it 
should do" nothing at all, for the tax 
bill it has now before it is a monstros-

The Tax 'Bill and the 
Farmers. 


Phiiadelphia Proys. 


Because some of our farmers believe 
their 
local 
taxes are 
too 
heavy the 
House has passed a bill which upsets 1 
the sjstem of taxation in every county 
of the State* 
No one has tried to ex- 
plain, so far as we have seen, how this 
is going to make local taxation any 
lighter. 
There 
is no 
proposition 
to i 
lessen 
the expenses of 
the 
township ; 
governments, 
which 
would 
at 
once 
lighten 
taxation where 
it is heaviest 
and most galling. 
Should the revenue ' 
of Philadelphia be increased $r,000,000 ' 
yearly by taxing the clothing of 
the i 
people, the furniture in the homes, and 
the machinery in 
the mills, how will 
this lessen ti.e taxes that must be paid 
by the farmers in 
the 
interior town- 
ships bf the State? 


If the farmer could shift the 
taxes 
on his farm onto tlie |)crsonal property 
of other people, there would be some 
sense, if not justice in the proceeding. 
But simply to shift it from his lealty to 
his personally is not gcing 
to 
enrich 
him 
greatly. 
He will 
scarcely have 
time to smile over the reduction in the 
tax of his farm when his joy will be 
turned into bitterness by the contem- 
plation of the taxes on his horses, his 
mules, his cattle, sheep, and hogs, the 
hay in the barn, the corn in the crib, 
and the wheat and oats in the^bin, the 
butter and eggs waiting for the market, 
his wife's best dress and his own Sun- 
day 
coat, everything 
big and 
little 
about his place in excess of $300 must 
be 
taxed under the bill. 
How then 
does the farmer expect that happiness 
and lighter 
taxes are guaranteed by 
such a measure? 


W e recognize that the taxation in 
many rural townships is unwarrantably 
heavy and may be at times oppressive, 
even to the-point of f<!)pfiscation of the 
annual earnings of farmland, but the 
farmer is not relieved 
by taking half 
this tax off his farm and placing it on 
his horses, gathered crops, and 
farm 
machinery, as proposed in this revenue 
bill. 
A measure which would take half 
this tax off the farm and off the farmer 
at the same time by redistributing bur- 
dens which now press 
unduly on the 
poorer local governments, would be a 
rational proposal and if passed would 
give immediate relief to the 
farmers 
without introducing chaos into our tax 
system, destroying the privacy of every 
household, and placing shakels on the 
State manufacturing industries. 


T h e State has only to assume a laig- 
er share of the cost of the public edu- 
cation and take on its own shoulders 
the 
cost of making and 
maintaining 
the stem roads which cross township 
and county lines, and both the schools 
and the roads will be improved, and 
the farmers' plaint ot excessive 
local 
taxation will be 
met. 
This 
can 
be 
done 
with 
entire 
propriety, 
for 
the 
Slate has thrown on to the localities 
an undue share of the burdens of gov- 
ernment while retaining the best sour- 
ces of revenue for its own small needs. 
If the Legislature can 
not 
do this jt 
should do nothing at all, for the tax 
bill it has now before it is a monstros- 
ity which no party can afford to father 
and no Slate could long endure.

A Typical 
March. 


The month of March,which has just 
closed, has made good its title to be 
considered the most fickle month 
of 
the year. 
The extremes of heat and 
cold have not been great this season, 
but the storms have been frequent over 
a large share of the country. 


The 
most 
marked feature of 
the 
month, 
however, has been its early 
storms. 
Early in the month the New 
England States were visited by a snow 
storm which was the severest of the 
season. 
But it caused much less dam- 
age than the storms of February or the 
rains later in the month, from which 
have resulted serious freshets, especial- 
ly in Maine. 
The first ten days of 
March also saw a marked precipitation 
in some of the Gulf States, particularly 
Georgia and Mississippi. 
Swollen riv- 
ers and inundated farms followed these 
rains, but a smaller destruction of pro- 
perty than might have been expected. 
a;: the same time rains through the 
Ohio River Valley,and along the head- 
waters of the Mississippi, raised 
that 
river nearly t6 the height it attained 
last year, but as the levees have endur- 
ed the strain, but few breaks and in- 
undations have resulted. 


At nearly the same time these rains 
were occurring here, Europe was suff- 
ering from a snow storm that will be 
memorable 
in 
its meteorological re- 
cords, 
The blockades of the railroad 
and coach routes and the gales and 
tides that beat upon the coasts 
were 
susch indicatioiK of Winter as England 
and France are not used t'o witnessing. 
But what will probably be the final tok- 
en of Winter was reserved for the last 
week of March and came in the shape 
of a blanket of snow which seems to be 
spread over the Slates east of the Alle- 
gheny 
Mountains 
and 
between 
the 
Missouri River and the R o c k y Moun- 
tains. 
It 
turned to rain 
tliroughout 
most of the Mississippi Valley and was 
accompanied by a fierce gale along the 
Atlantic 
coast. 
Kansas, 
Nebraska, 
Southern Minnesota and South 
Dako- 
ta were covered with snow from ten to 
fifteen inches deep, but as it extends to 
all the drouth stricken 
neighborhoods, 
of those states, its benefits will greatly 
exceed the temporary inconveniences. 


March has certainly been a humid 
month, 
and while seperate 
localities 
may have had as large a precipitation 
in the same month in past years, it is 
rare that so plentiful a rainfall has cov- 
ered so wide an area. Weather prophets 
are already predicting that this excess 
of moisture is certain to make the com- 
ing Spring cold and backward. 
There, 
is some reason for the prophecy, as it 
will consume much heat to dry 
the 
saturated ground and bring the atmos- 
phere to that temperature where an ac- 
cumulation of heat can begin. 
But if 
April should prove a dry month 
the 
equilibrium 
would soon be restored. 
T h e weather wise make an undue draft 
upon human ciedulity, however, when 
they also predict from present condi- 
tions that next summer will be a hot 
one and the following Winter unusual- 
ly cold.

TMs is the story of the house of Ma- 


ginley, its building and its wreck. 


A the present moment Maginlev him- 


self is in Montana. He made Ms monev 
in Australia and then came home to Ire- 
land and foolishly built a house on a land- 
lord's estate. It was built where labor 
and material -were cheap. 
Stones cost 


next to nothing; in, fact, the land around 
produced little else, and so Maginlev spent 
551500 in building a nice two-story house 
with a slate roof upon it. 


Maginlev was in America. Times were 


bad. His boys had not been able to 
make any money in the Scottish harvest 
fields. They wanted an abatement of the 
rent, but that the landlord refused to 
grant. The money was subscribed and 
was offered to the evictors by the priest 
of the parish, the celebrated Fr. Mac- 
Fadden. It was refused as being offered 
too late, and the command -was given 
that the eviction must proceed. I ar- 
rived on the ground just at the end of 
these negotiations. The police refused 
to allow me to pass down the road near 
the house to be attacked so I struck 
across the fields, keeping on the outside 
of the police cordon—threatened every 
now and then when I approached too 
near that line—and at last took up a po- 
sition on the hillside, just outside the 
line of policemen and facing the end of 
the house where I could see what was 
going on on both sides of it. 


I will now mention a little incident 


which, although trivial in itself, goes to 
account for the hatred with which the 
police are regarded in Ireland. When I 
took up my position as near to the out- 
side line as I was permitted, the police- 
man near where I stood thought it would 
be the correct thing to stand in front of 
me so that I could not -see -what was go- 
ing on. I moved up' the hill a little and 
he moved up in front of me. I moved 
down and he again moved "down in front 
of me. 


"I don't think vou have any right to 


do that," I said. 


"You move OD," was his answer. 
My own impulse at the moment was to 


hit the man across the face with mv WSXK- 
brella, but I realized the futility of do- 
ing this to a man armed with a rifle, so 
I called to an officer, -who was standing 
near by, inside the cordon. 


"You cannot get inside," said the of- 


ficer, anticipating the question that was 
usually asked him. 


''I do not want to go inside," I said, 


"but I want to know if it is any part of 
this man's duty to obstruct my view of 
•what is going on?'" " 


"Not at all," was the answer of the 


officer. 
Then addressing the man he or- 


dered him to keep his place and I had 
no more trouble with that man. The fact 
is the police are over-zealous in their du- 
ties and get themselves disliked—not to 
put it too strongly. 


Although there were so manv people 


around the line kept by the police the si- 
lence was most intense. 
The house 


showed no signs of having auyboiy in it. 
yet everybody knew that a number of 


i young men were locked inside and were 
1 going to defend the place as long as 
they were able. 


Here a certain comic element was in- 


troduced. One of the officers of the 
constabulary looked as if he had just 
come off the Savoy Theatre stage after 
playing the part of an officer in the 
"Pirates of Penzance," He was a fine 
looking man with a heavy mustache and 
he had one eyeglass stuck in his eye. 
This, which dcesn't look at all bad on 
Piccadilly, seems rather comical out in 
the wilds of Donegal. He strode into 
the open space before the house and 
with his one eyeglass cast a look up and 
down the house as if judging the best 
place to attack. Then he walked a few 
steps further with that pompous stagey 
E^ of his and again glanced up and 
do'Wn that house. Finally lie walked 
down to the other corner and gave the 
same g'^nce. It looked rather ridicu- 
lous when you remember that only 
five boys were in that house and this of- 
ficer had at least 150 armed policemen 
at his back. Nevertheless he examined 
the house as critically as if Xapoleon 
v?ere defending ii,fand the Old Guardjthat 
might die but never surrendered were 
going to take part in the conflict. When 
he stood back a man with a crowbar ad- 
vanced to the corner of the house and 
drove his crowbar in between the stones. 
At the same instant appeared the head 
and shoulders of a man from out one of 
the second story windows. He had. a 
gtoue in. bis hand and he flung It with a 


viciousness that I have never seen equaled 
at the man with the crowbar. The stone 
went wide of its mark. The next came 
closer. The third, with deadly accuracy, 
hit the man and keeled him over, while 
the blood spurted from his cheek where 
the stone had struck. His comrades 
pulled him back into line. The head and 
shoulders disappeared from the second- 
story -window and a cheer went up from 
the crowd of peasants who saw -what had 
been done. 


Maginley's house is situated on the 


hillside. The main body of policemen 
•were on the side above the house. Af- 
ter the repulse of the crowbar man a 
number of police picked up a ladder 
and placed it on the edge of the roof. 
Then very nimbly three or four police- 
men ran up the incline. Instantly there 
was a shower of stones from all that side 
of the house—knocking down a couple 
of the policemen, but one managed to 
secure Ms place on the roof. He raised 
a hatchet which he had in his hand and • 
struck the slates, which flew off in a 
dozen pieces, rattling down the roof and 
falling in a shower to the ground. Blow 
after blow was struck. Those inside, 
being unable to hit the man on the roof, 
began flinging stones at. the crowd of po- 
lice outside. Then the police, seized 
with a sudden frenzy, began to throw 
stones back at those in the house. This, 
I was told, was against the law, and it 
has been denied that the police throw 
stones; nevertheless they did its and did 
it with a vengeance. In a very short 
time every window on that side of 'the 
house was riddled. The police threw 
•with an accuracy and vigor that was ad- 
mirable, looked at from their point of 
view. 
"When the man on the roof had 


smashed a sufficiently large hole in it 
two or three more policemen with ann- 
fuls of stones rushed up the ladder in 
spite of the missiles flung at them and 
began throwing stones down the hole in 
the roof at those inside. Then a body 
of police took 
another ladder and 


smashed te the paneless sash of one of 
the upper story windows, giving the 
ladder one or two swings as the sash 
gave way from its impact. Placing the 
ladder on the window-sill, a dozen po- 
licemen, with great nimbleness, rushed 
up the ladder and entered the house. 
Another dozen or more quickly fol- 
lowed. The men on the roof ceased 
throwing down stones. The man with • 
a hatchet pulled out a handkerchief 
and began to mop his brow. The rain 
of stones from the police stopped and 
silence again intervened, only broken by 
a low wail from the peasants on the hill- 
side who knew the "boys" inside and 
knew what their fate would be. In a 
very short time the door looking out on 
the hillside was opened and twenty or 
thirty police marched out with five ill- 
clad lads ranging in age from sixteen to 
twenty-four. 
The first prisoner -who 


came out had a fearful cut on Ms face 
until it presented a most hideous aspect. 
Another 
had his hand 
completely 


smashed, and as the boy stood on the 
road he held Ms hand out from Mm and 
the blood streamed from it as if it were 
poured from. a. teapot, forming a great 
slowly coagulating pool on the road. The 
police were very much excited, and when 
some of the English ladies, who had 
been wringing their hands and crying as 
they looked, at the scene, tried to pass 
down the road to say a word of comfort 
to the prisoners, the police shoved them 
back with some degree of rudeness, al- 
though for that they were checked by 
their oScers, who explained to the 
ladies that they would not be allowed to 
have a word with the arrested men. One 
of the voung men was the son of Ma- 
ginley, who was off in America. The 
rest were neighbors' boys from the im- 
mediate locality, and their relatives and 
friends stood on the Mllside crying1, as 
they saw their hands held up wMle the 
steel handcuffs were clasped upon them. 
Thirty or forty policemen completely 
surrounded them. 2sobody was allowed 
to approach them or speak to them. The 
constabulary formed two double lines on 
each side of the young men. The order: 
"Forward, march," was given, and the 
regular tramp of the troops echoed clown 
the'card road.

Barnacles on Whales.' 


Lighthouse Keeper Israel, who was in 


town yesterday, says that the best exhi- 
bition of jvhales occurred right in front 
of the lighthouse the other day. Half 
a dozen whales of from thirty-five to 
forty feet in length were playing for an 
hour, or breaching, as whalers call ii. 
This is running out of the water exactly 
as a fish does and falling tack heavily on 
the ocean, so as to thresh ofi the barnales 
that cover their under side 
It is a flat 


barnacle, rayed in gray and. white streaks 
from a small central hole. This variety 
of barnacle coming from colder northern 
•waters "gets sick," in nautical phrase, in 
the warm southern waters when the 
whales come to breed, and at3 easily 
shaken ofi by a little effort. The Captain 
said that the right whale sever ventured 
into these waters unless heavily loaded 
•with barnacles, when they would be 
shaken off by breaching. 
In the old 


whaling camp opposite Ballast Point, on 
ISbrth Island, whales have been found so 
thickly encrusted with barnacles that 
they had to be skinned on the under side 
before a knife or ipade could safely be 
used to cut up the blubber.—San Disgct

The Costa Rica Indian dogs are pecu- 


liar from the fact that they can't bark 
naturally. 
These dogs are big, slouch- 


ing,light-colored beasts and are evident- 
ly related to the coyotes, although as 
puppies these dogs soon learn to imitate 
the bark of other dogs, which are kept 
to teach them to bark, the same as one 
canary bird teaches another to sing, 
•while the coyote domesticated never 
learns to bark until the third generation. 
These Costa Rican dogs -would be ot lit- 
tle service as watch dogs, even if they 
•were wanted for that purpose, but it 
-would go hard with anyone who intruded 
on premises where these silent brutes run 
at large.

Gum arable, which was once univers- 
ally used, has bccomc very scarce and 
dear, and a substitute for it is being 
made from starch, which is subjected 
under pressure and at a high tempera- 
ture to the action of sulphurous 
acid. 
The product, 
after neutralization, is 
soluble and extremely adhesive. 


A substance having all the essential 
qualities of silk has been made from wild 
hemp by Neymura Sakusaburo, of Ilik- 
one, Japan. 
The plant grows on moors 
and hillsides, and could be 
cultivated. 
The fiber is strong and glossy, and 
several silk factories are said to have 
found it to in no way inferior to silk. 


In a new machine for making paper 
boxes the cutting mechanism 
is so 
adapted as to be reciprocated directly over 
the folding die, at each corner of which 
is n. folder to operate its corner section. 
The gumming aparatus (of which there 
are two) is earned by the cutting head 
and gums the blanks after they are in 
position to be folded in the die, the 
gum being fed from the reservoir 
by 
special devices.

Banincles on Whales.' 


Lighthouse Keeper Israel, who was in 
towa yesterday, says that the best exhi- 
bitiou of jvhales occurred right in front 
of the lighthouse the other day. 
Half 
a dozen whales of from thirty-five to 
forty feet in length were playing for an 
hour, or breaching, as whalers call 
This is running out of the water exactly 
as a Ash does and falling taok heavily on 
tho ocean, so as to thresh oil the barnales 
that cover their under side. 
It is a flat 
barnacle, rayed in gray and white, streaks 
from a small central hole. 
This variety 
of barnacle coming from colder northern 
waters *'gets sick," in nautical phrase, in 
tho warm southern waters when tho 
whales come to breed, and ar^ easily 
shaken oil by a little effort. The Captain 
said that tho ri^^ht whale uever ventured 
into these waters unless heavily loaded 
with barnacles, when they would bo 
shaken oil by breachinij. 
In the old 
whaling camp opposite Ballast Point, on 
North Island, whales have been found so 
thickly encrusted with barnacles that 
they had to be skinned on the under side 
before a knife or ipade could safely be 
used to cut up tho blubber.—JSan DUgo

These Costa Rican dogs would be oi lit- 
tle service as watch dogs, even if tliey 
were wanted for that purpose, but it

Hancock,Commander of the 2nd corps 
and Gen. W ebb, who commanded the 
Philadelphia brigade.

heaviest snowfall of recent 
years, probably since 1856, commenc- 
ed about 3 o'clock on Friday morning 
and continued until Saturday after- 
noon, with but slight intermission.

ulation, these yearly changes in title 
and security becomes proportionate- 
ly. ^ As these titles and money trans- 
actions increase in number and value 
from year to year, greater care is ex- 
ercised in guarding 
and protecting 
the interest of real estate owners and 
money lenders. 
Years 
ago, wht-n 
money transactions were comparative- 
ly few and hght, lien securities were 
considered unnecessary by most peo- 
ple. 
Deeds were frequently left un- 
recorded. 
It is quite different nowa- 
days. 
Careful ownei-s uf real estate 
perfect tLieir tiilo by placing 
their 
deeds on record, and nioney lenders 
are 
becoming 
more 
careful 
every 
year and take nothing but the best 
security. 
Every precaution is taken 
to secure the safety uf loans. 


A mortgage is by common consent 
considered the best security. 
It is 
good for twenty years, 
whereas a 
judgment is good lor only five years. 
When judgments are taken frequent 
renewals 
become 
necessary, 
which 
costs more than the original entries, 
besides endangering the safety of the 
lien whenever the day of which they 
run out is forgotten. 
No debtor or 
widow of deceased debtor can claim 
the three hundred dollar exemption 
law against a mortgage. 
Against a 
judgment 
they 
can, 
the 
Supreme 
Court having decided that the widow 
of a debtor is entitled to tho three 
hundred dollar exemption law against 
a judgment, even where the husband 
waived it during his lifetime.

Altogether the counterfeit is fully as 
dangerous as represented and

the entire circulation of the genuine 
may have to be called in.

Trapping a Mammoth — Tie Iiore 


und. the Eomance of Hunt- 


ItiS Bis Animals in a 


JLiygone Ajje. 


When the first Europeans visited China 
d began to obtain information regard- 


ing tbe~ Traditions of the country they 
learned, among other tilings, that la the 
natural history of the people was an. 
•enormous subterranean rat called tyn- 
schu. 


This rat was five or six tunes ns large 


sis a horse, had terrible teeth and lived 
cLiellv ia ibe northern country, inhere it 
forced its way beneath mountain ranges, 
so that ivheu a tremor of an earthquake 
was heard in China the parent* would 
turn 10 the child aud say: 


'•MY son, behave yourself. The tya- 


sclm is bonag beneath the mountains, 
making the earth tremble." 


A MA3I1IOTH Ef THE ICE CLIFFs. 


Thus it came to be believed by all j 


that the big rat was an actual fact. 
2vTo 


•one could be found, however, who had 
met with the tyn-schu until a hunter 
from the far north, was discovered who 
•said he had seen one, and here is his 
siory: 


"1 am a fisherman, and some years ago 


I traveled in Northern China and Siberia, 
following up the rivers to the northern 
ocean. 
One winter the cold had been j 


more severe than usual and we started 
<Iown the Lena before the ice had gone- 
It was still very cold, but wt kept on, 
hopsnjj to secure many fish to dry aad 
-carry into the interior later on. 


"Ore day we were passing a high 


cliff that was partly undermined by a 
turn in the river, when my comrade 
asked me if I had ever ssen a tyn-schu. I 
replied no. 
'•Well,1 said he. 'there 23 


one coming now.' 
"I looked up, and there, about forty 


feet from the beech, was a big black 
mass of something. I could see two 
long teeth, a long tail and its shaggy fur, 
and it was evidently struggling to get 
out, as the ice clifi was cracked. 
" 'When he sees the sunlight,* my 


comrade said. ;'it will kill him, and 
when we come back we shall find him 
dead.' And this was true, for several 
months later when we went back there 
lav the monster on the beach, dead. It 
had crawled out of its hole and died in 
the sunlight, and was mostly eaten up 
by bears and wolves. We cut off the big 
teeth, which were as much as two men 
could lift, and took them up the river, 
where I sold one, which I heard was sent 
to the Emperor." 


Such was the Chinaman's story and 


that he believed that the rat was really 
a living creature there can be no doubt; 
-anti the belief is supported by the find- 
ing in China of gigantic bones, beneath 
the surface, of these rats that have acci- 
dentallv been caught by rays of sunlight. 


The origin of this superstition is a veri- 


table giant of the ice; a huge elephant 
which existed thousands of years ago in 
nearly all countries, and especially about 
Zsortbern Europe and Siberia. 


In the long ago of geological ages the 


climate of the far no'rth was much milder 
-Jsan at present, and the Siberian islands 
in the Arctic Ocean were covered with 
trees and were the home of vast herds of 
monster elephants. When the first white 
jren visited this desolate region th.sy 
found the shore in some instances literally 
covered with the tusks, everywhere pro- 
truding from the sand, partly hidden by 


it, showing that here was a graveyard 
of monsters of the olden time. "When 
the account reached the centres of civil- 
ization men went out to see if it was 
true, and in a short time an extensive 
ivory trade in these ancient relics sprang 
up. 


There was then- an indefinite idea of 


the animal which bore them, but grad- 
ually the fact became kuown that they 
•were the tusks of an enormous elephant 
known as the mammoth- 


Imagine Jumbo & third longer, a third 


higher and covered with a coat of woolly 
hair from two to three feet in length; 
imagine him armed with huge recurving 
tusks ten feet in length, and some idea 
can be formed of this king of the ele- 
phants that lived in the long ago. 
For 


a long time a verr exaggerated idea of 
the animal was entertained and some cu- 
rious pictures of it were made, but final- 
ly a specimen was found and. then an- 
other. 


The first and best specimen was dis- 


covered bv a native nsherman. He saw 
its tusk protruding from the bank or 
tunda, and watched it for several sea- 
sons, until finally he found it lying upon 
the beach. The wild animals had been 
feeding on it, and, think of it! the mam- 
motn mav nave been dead anywnere 
from five to fifty thousand years, yet its 
flesh was so perfectly preserved and the 
eve so fresh that a scientific man said he 
could hardly distinguish between it and 
the eye of a. living aauaal- 


Tbousands of years ago this gigantic 


creature had perished, perhaps failing in- 
to a crevasse in the ice. aud ever since 
had beea frozen up like solid rocks. 
Gradually undermined by the river the 
body had fallen out, as we have seen. 


About thirty pounds of the red hair 


and wool was collected by this fisherman, 
the tusks and portions of the feet, and 
ail sold to a liussiaa official, who im- 
inediatel sent word to St. Petersburg, 
whereupon the Emperor ordered that the 
entire skeleton should be preserved. The 
skeleton was secured, with some of the 
skin and hair, and all are now in the 
Royal Museum of St. Petersburg, illus- 
trating the enormous size of the prehis- 
toric giant. 


This was in the last century, and ever 


since people have been on the lookout 
for these giants of the ice. 
Several 


specimens have been found, the most re- 
markable by a Russian engineer, named 
Ben Kenclorf, in 1S4S. He was engaged, 
in surveying the coast off the mouth of 
the Lena and Indigirka Rivers, and his 
story is so striking that I give it just as 
it is taken from a letter written to a 
friend thea in. Germany: 


"Afterward we landed on the new- 


shore, and surveyed the undermining and 
destructive operations of the wild waters, 
that carried away with extraordinary 
rapidity masses of soft peat and loam. 
While we were all quiet we suddenly 
heard under our feet a sudden gurgling 
and stirring which betrayed the working 
of the disturbed river. 


"Suddenly our jager called loudly 


and pointed to a singular and unshapely 
object, which rose and sank through, the 
disturbed waters. I had already re- 
marked it, but had given it no attention, 
considering it only driftwood. Isow we 
all hastened to the spot on the shore,had 
the boat drawn near and waited until the 
mvsterious thing should again, show It- 
self. Our patience was tired, but at last a 
blaek,^hornble,giant-like mass was thrust 
out of the -water and we beheld a colossal 
elephant's head, armed with mighty 
tusks, with its long trunk moving in the 
water in an unearthly manner, as though 
seeking for something lost 
therein. 


Breathless with astonishment, I beheld" 
the monster hardly twelve feet from me, 
with his half open eyes yet showing the 
whites. It was still in good preserva- 
tion. 


"A mammoth! A mammoth!", broke 


out the Tschernoaiori; and I shouted, 
"Here, quickly! 
Chain and ropes!" 


As the animal again sank, we wait for an 
opportunity to throw the ropes over his 
head. This was accomplished after many 
enorts. We thea threw a chain around 
his tasks, that were eight feet long, drove 


If this specimen could have beea pre- 


served the entire skin of one of these 
monsters could have beea mounted- 
In 


recent years other specimens have been 
found, and there is hardly a locality but 
has produced its teeth and bones, show- 
ing the wide range of the great ele- 
phant. 


Near Colchester z fine specimen was 


unearthed, and at Scarborough the teeth 
have been dredged up in numbers, show- 
ing that where the water now Sows ior- 
merlv was a grazing ground for the hairy 
elephant- 


la Italy the bones have been discov- 


ered in the volcanic gravel of Ponte 
3Iolle, showing thac they roamed Italy 
when the site of Rome was covered by a 
river of lava. 


In Germany prehistoric man undoubt- 


edly hunted the mammoth. Near Cron- 
stadt its bones have been found ia great 
quantities, packed as closely as if they 
had been placed so artificially. In the 
village of Thiede, near Brunswick, eleven 
tusks were found in a heap. 


In. the southern portion of this coun- 


try an allied form—probably as large, 
but without the hair—was found and 
called the American elephant. Recently 
one was discovered near San. Juan, 
Southern California- 


The writer as soon as he learned of 


the find attempted to reach the spot, 
but little was left to tell the story. The 
railroad had cut directly through the 
skeleton, so that the tusks were all thac 
could be secured and some of the teeth. 
The locality was examined afterward by 
the writer, who found that the bods- 
must have laid in a bed of fine sand 
that was undoubtedly a quicksand, and 
in this trap the big animal had beea 
caught thousands of years ago, to be 
held -until to-day. 


The mammoth has lived its time, aad 


belongs to past geological ages, the ex- 
act cause of its extermination beiag a 
mvstery. That it was known to man 
and hunted bv him is very probable. 
The evidences of this are rare, ic is true. 
A piece of tusk has been found in France 
•with a fairly correct representation of 
the mammoth engraved upon it, pre- 
sumably by some prehistoric 
artist;. 


Again, arrow heads have been taken from 
beneath, remains, while the much dis- 
cussed elephant pipes of the interior 
Indian mounds of this country may be 
evidence in this direction, though this 
is not positive. 


The mammoth was formerly as com- 


mon as are horses to-day, aad the Ivor"

a stake in the ground about twenty feet 
froia the s&ore and. made chain and rope 
fast to it.

from Its tusks is still an important com- 
mercial item. Mammoth tusks fre- 
quently weigh 320 pounds apiece, and 
fine specimens bring large prices. 
One 


tusk was sold some years ago for 6500, 
and fifteen years ago ten thousand were 
received in London. They weighed 
about one hundred and forty pounds 
apiece, tne price being Is. 6d. per 
pound. 


The mammoth, is not the only ice giant 


the ice cliffs of the Xorth conceal. Some 
vears ago a hunter, in traveling across a 
rough country, came to a deep crevasse, 
and uiion looking in saw the body of 
some monster that had been washed out. 
He lowered himself into the chasm and 
found it to be a huge rhinoeerous, aa 
animal that was as well fitted to live in 
Siberia as the mammoth, having a cover- 
ing of thick hair and wool to protect it 
from the rigors of the cold. 
The head 


of the monster was large and the nose 
armed with two tusks, one of which was 
enormous, being nearly four feet long 
and large enough to be used as a club by 
the natives. 


If YOU can picture an ordinary rhino- 


eerous a third larger, or perhaps half as 
large again, covered with reddish hair 
and an underclothing of wool, with a 
tusk four feet in length, another two feet, 
some idea can be had of the strange - 
creature that roamed the country with 
the elephant and perhaps fought with it, 
as these animals are known to do in 
Africa to-day. 
-. 


The big rhinocerous is also well known j 


to the Chinese; its horn is supposed to 
be the tooth of a big dragon or a uni- 
corn, and when ground up forms a valu- 
able Item in medicine. 


We need not go so far back to find 


animals preserved in the ice. 
Whaleis 


tell of <n£rantic whales which have been 
seen entombed in icebergs, and several 
authentic cases are on record where big 
whales have been observed thus impris- 
oned, held aloft and floating aroundat 
the whim of the Arctic currents.—3 
York Herald.

Thus it came to bo believed by all 
that the big rat was an actual fact. 
No 
•one could be found, however, who had 
met with the tyn-schu until a hunter 
from tho far north was discovered who 
^aid he had seen one, and here la hi» 
story: 


am a fisherman, and some years ago 
I traveled in Northern China and Siberia, 
following up the rivers to the northern 
ocean. 
One winter the cold had been 
more severe than usual and wo started 
down the Lena before the ice had gono. 
It was still very cold, but wt kept on, 
hoping to secure many fish to dry and 
carry into the interior later on. 


''Ore day wc were passing a high 
cliir that was partly undermined by a 
turn in the river, when my comrade 
asked me if 1 had ever seen a tyn-schu. I 
replied no. 
'Well,* said ho, 'there ia 
one coming now.* 


looked up, and there, about forty 
feet from the beach, was a big black 
mass of something. 
I could sco two 
long teeth, a long tail and its shaggy fur, 
and it was evidently struggling to get 
out, as the ice clifi! was cracked. 


'When lie sees the sunlight,* my 
comrade said, '*it will kill him, 
and 
when wc coinc back wc shall find him 
dead.' 
And this was true, for several 
months later when we went back there 
lay the monster on tho beach, dead. It 
had crawled out of its hole and died in 
tbe sunlight, and was mostly eaten up 
by bears and wolves. We cutoff the big 
teeth, which were as much as two men 
could lift, and took them up tho river, 
where I sold one, which I heard waa sent 
to the Emperor." 


Such was tho Chinaman's story and 
that he believed that tho rat was really 
a living crcature there can be no doubt; 
•and the belief is supported by the find- 
ing in China of gigantic bones, beneath 
the surface, of these rats that have acci- 
dentally been caught by rays of sunlight. 


The origin oi this superstition is a veri- 
table giant of tho ice; a hugo elephant 
which existed thousands of years ago in 
nearly all eountnes, and especially about 
Northern Europe and Siberia. 


In the long ago of geological ages tho 
climate oi tho far north was much milder 
t]:an at present, and tho Siberian islands 
in the Arctic Oeean were covered with 
trees and were tho home of vast herds of 
monster elephants. 
When tho first white 
men visited this desolate region thjy 
found the shore in some instances literally 
covered with the tusks, everywhere pro- 
truding from tho sand, partly hidden by 


it, showing that hero was a graveyard 
of monsters of tlio olden time. 
Whoa 
the account reached the centros of civil- 
ization men went out to see if it waa 
true, and in a short time an extensivo 
ivory trade in these ancient relics sprang 
up. 


There was then an indefinite idea of 
tho animal which bore them, but grad- 
ually the fact became known that they 
were the tusks of an enormous elephant 
known as the mammoth. 


Imagine Jumbo a third longer, a third 
higher and covered with a coat of woolly 
hair from two to three font in lenerth; 
imogine him armed with hugo recurving 
tusks ten feet in length, and some idea 
can bo formed of this king of tho ele- 
phants that lived in the long ago. 
For 
a long timo a very exaggerated idea of 
the animal was entertained and some cu- 
rious pictures of it were made, but final- 
ly a specimen was found and then an- 
other. 


The first and best specimen was dis- 
covered by a native fisherman. He saw 
Its tusk protruding from the bank or 
tunda, and watched it for several eea- 
sons, until finally he found it lying upon 
tho beach. 
Tho wild animals had been 
feeding on it, and, think of it 1 the mam- 
motu may have been deact 
anywhere 
from five to fifty thousand years, yet its 
flesh was so perfectly preserved and the 
cyo flo fresh that a scientific man said ho 
could hardly distinguish between it and 
the eye of a living animal. 


Thousands of years ago this gigantic 
creature had perishod, perhaps failing in- 
to a ere vasso in the ice, and ever since 
had been frozen up like solid rocks. 
Gradually undermined by tho river tho 
body had fallen out, as wo have seen. 


About thirty pounds of the red hair 
and wool was collected by this fisherman, 
tho tusks and portions of tho feet, and 
all sold to a liussian official, who im- 
mediatel sent word to St. Petersburg, 
whereupon the Emperor ordered that tho 
entire slcoleton should be preserved. Tho 
skeleton was secured, with some of tho 
skin and hair, and all are now in tho 
Royal Museum of St, Pettersburg, illus- 
trating the enormous size of the prehis- 
toric giant. 


This was in tho last century, and ever 
since people have been on the 
lookout 
for these giants of the ice. 
Several 
specimens have been found, the most re- 
markable by a Russian engineer, named 
Ben Kendorf, in 1846. He was engaged 
in surveying the coast oii the mouth of 
the Lena and Indigirka Rivera, and his 
story is so striking that I give it just as 
it is taken from a letter written to a 
friend then in Germany: 


*'Afterward we landed on the new 
shore, and surveyed the undermining and 
destructive operations of the wild waters, 
that carried away with 
extraordinary 
rapidity masses of soft peat and loam. 
While we were all quiet we 
suddenly 
heard under our feet a sudden gurgling 
and stirring which betrayed tho working 
of the disturbed river. 


•'Suddenly our jager called 
loudly 
and pointed to a singular and unshapely 
object, which rose and sank through the 
disturbed waters. 
I had already re- 
marked it, but had given it no attention, 
considering it only driftwood. 
Now wc 
all hastened to the spot on the shore,had 
tho boat drawn near and waited until tho 
mysterious thing should again show it- 
self. Our patience was tired, but at last a 
black,^horrible,giant-like mass was thrust 
out of the water and we beheld a colossal 
elephant's head, armed with 
mighty 
tusks, with its long trunk moving in the 
water in an unearthly manner, as though 
seeking for something 
lost 
therein. 
Breathless with astonishment, I beheld 
the monster hardly twelve feet from me, 
with his half open eyes yet showing tho 
whites. 
It was still in good preserva- 
tion. 


"A mammoth! 
A mammoth!'*, broke 
out tho Tschernoniori; and I shouted, 
"Here, quickly I 
Chain and 
ropes!" 
As the animal again sank, wo wait for an 
opportunity to throw tho ropes over his 
head. This was accomplished after many 
efforts. 
Wo then threw a chain around 
his tusks, that were eight feet long, drovo

a stako in the ground about twenty feet 
from the shore and made chain and ropo 
fast to it. 
Tho day went by quicker 
than I thought for, but still the timo 
seemed long before the animal was se- 
cured and the water had loosened it. 
Tho soft peat or marsh land, on which 
he stepped thousands of years ago, gave 
way under tho weight of tho giunt, and 
he sank as ho stood on it, foot foreniobt, 
incapable of saving himself, and a ycvero 
frost came and turned him into ice, and 
tho moor which had buried him. 
Tho 
latter, however, grow and 
flourished, 
every summer renewing itself. 
Possibly 
tho neighboring stream had heaped over 
tho dead body plants and sand.

If this spccimcn could have been pre- 
served thfi entire skin of ouo of these 
monsters could have been mounted. 
In 
recent years other specimens have been 
found, and there is hardly a locality but 
has produced its teeth and bones, show- 
ing the wide range of the great ele- 
phant. 


Near Colchestcr a fine spccimcn was 
unearthed, and at Scarborough tho teeth 
have been dredged up in numbers, show- 
ing that where the M'ater now flows for- 
merly was a grazing ground for tho hairy 
elephant. 


In Italy tho bones have been discov- 
ered in tho volcanic gravel of Ponto 
Mollc, showing that they roamed Italy 
when the site of Rome waa covered by a 
river of lava. 


In Germany prehistoric man uddoubt- 
edly hunted the mammoth. 
Near Cron- 
stadtits bones have been found in great 
quantities, packed as closely as if they 
had been placed so artiQcially. 
In the 
village of Thicde, near Brunswick, eleven 
tusks were found in a heap. 


In the southern portion of this coun- 
try an allied form—probably as large, 
but without tho hair—was found and 
called the American elephant. 
Recently 
one was discoveicd near San 
Juan, 
Southern California. 


The writer as soon as bo learned of 
tho find attempted to reach tho spot, 
but little was left to tell the story. 
Tho 
railroad had cut directly through tho 
skeleton, so that the tusks were all that 
could be secured and some of the teeth. 
Tho locality was examined afterward by 
tho writer, who found that the body 
must have laid in a bed of fine sand 
that was undoubtedly a quicksand, and 
in this trap the big animal had 
been 
caught thousands of years ago, to bo 
held until to-day. 


The mammoth has lived its time, and 
belongs to past geological ages, tho ex- 
act cause of its extermination being a 
mystery. 
That it was known to man 
and hunted by him is very probable. 
The evidences of this are rare, it is true. 
A piece ot tusk has been found in Ji'rancc 
with a fairly correct representation of 
tho mammoth engraved upon it, pre- 
sumably by some prehistoric 
artist. 
Again, arrow heads have been taken from 
beneath remains, while the much dis- 
cussed elephant pipes of the interior 
Indian mounds of this country may be 
cvidencG in this direction, though this 
is not positive.

Ho lowered himself into the chasm and 
found it to bo a huge rhinocerous, an 
animal that was as well fitted to live in 
Siberia as tho mammoth, having a cover- 
ing of thick hair and wool to protect it 
from the rigors of the cold. 
The head 
of the monster was large and the nose 
armed with two tusks, ono of which was 
enormous, being nearly four feet long 
and large enough to be used as a club by 
the natives. 


If you can picture aa ordinary rhino- 
cerous a third larger, or perhaps half as 
large again, covtred with reddish hair 
and an underclothing of wool, with a 
tusk four feet in length, another two feet, 
some idea can be had of tho strange 
crcature that roamed the country with 
the elephant and perhaps fought with it 
as these animals arc known to do 
Africa to-day. 


Tho big rhinocerous is also well known 
to tho Chinese; its horn is supposed to 
bo tho tooth of a big dragon or a uni- 
corn, and when ground up forms a valu- 
able Item in medicine. 


We need not go so far back to find 
animals preserved in the ice. 
Whaleii 
tell of gigantic whales which have been 
seen entombed in icebergs, and several 
authentic cases are on record where big 
whales have been observed thus impris- 
oned, held aloft and floating around at 
tho whim of tho Arctic currents.—Heio 
Yoi'k Herald.

I attend to frying out the lard myself 


and do the most of the work, -writes Mrs. 
W. S. Coua. I lay the leaf aad fat 
pieces ia a cool place for a day or two, 
and if it freezes I like it all the better, 
for it seems to take some of th& -water 
out of it. I first cut out all the leaa 
possible to lessen the quantity of scraps, 
and then cut the fat into small bits and 
put it into two iron pots on the store 
over a dull fire. As the lard is melted 
out the fat pieces settle down, and -when 
ther are prettv -well browned into scraps 
I dip some of the melted lard out of one 
of the pots into the other and with a 
skimmer lift the scraps out of that pot 
into the first, so as to have them nearly 
all in one, until they are thoroughly 
cooked. 
I then put them into a coarse 


linen bag and squeeze all the fat I can 
out of them. 
If there is a cheese press 


that can be brought into the kitchen, K 
mav be used for that purpose, but 
squeezers that will do very well can be 
made from two smooth pieces of boards 
two feet long and three inches wide, 
hinged with a strap of leather at one 
end" and shaped into handles at the 
other, so that a bag containing scraps 
can be squeezed between them with the 
hands. This is hard work, but if they 
are kept hot a good deal of grease will 
run out of them. The lard must then, be 
strained to take ail the floating particles 
out of it, and it is quite well to heat it 
slowly again until sure the water has all 
been "evaporated. Lard should never be 
dipped out and put away to keep while 
the melting is going on, and before the 
scraps have become crisp and very 
brown.—2iew York World.

I first cut out all the lean 
possible to lessen the quantity of scraps, 
and then cut the fat into small bits and 
put it into two iron pots on the stove 
over a dull fire. As the lard is melted 
out the fat pieces settle down, and when 
they are pretty well browned into scraps 
I dip some of the melted lard out of one 
of the pots into the other and with a 
skimmer lift the scraps out of that pot 
into the first, so as to have them nearly 
all in one, until they are thoroughly 
cooked. 
I then put them into a coarse 
linen bag and squeeze all the fat I can 
out of them. 
If tliero is a cheese press 
that can be brought into the kitchen, it 
may bo used for that purpose, but 
squeezers that will do very well can bo 
made from two smooth pieces of boards 
two feet long and three inches wide, 
hinged with a strap of leather at one 
end, and shaped into handles at the 
other, so that a bag containing scraps 
can be squeezed between them with the 
hands. 
This is hard work, but if they 
are kept hot a good deal of grease will 
run out of them. 
The lard must then bo 
strained to take all the floating particles 
out of it, and it is quite well to heat it 
slowly again until sure the water has all 
been evaporated. 
Lard should never bo 
dipped out and put away to keep while 
the melting is going on, and before the 
scraps have become crisp 
and very 
brown.—liew York World. 


CRKA.M BOUPS. 


Cream soups may bo made without 
meat, states Mrs. E. R. Parker, in the 
Courter-Journal^ and are much more 
delicate than other soups, and as they 
furnish a variety for the table at this 
season of the year,housekeeper3 will find 
them acceptable to the family- 


Cream of Rice Soup—Wash half a cup- 
ful of rice, put in a kettle and pour over 
a quart of white soup stock, with a stalk 
of celery, half of a small onion. 
Let 
simmer slowly two hours, press it through 
a sieve, return to kettle, add a table- 
gpoonful of butter and a quart of milk 
with salt and pepper to season; stir until 
it comes to a boil and serve. 


Cream of Salsify Soup—Scrape a dozen 
roots of salsify, cut in slices, cover with 
boiling water and boil slowly one hour, 
or until tender, add a quart of milk and 
boil slowly one hour, thicken with an 
ounce of butter rolled in flour, add a 
blade of mace, half a dozen allspice and 
two or three cloves; stir until it boils. 
Season with pepper and salt and serve. 


Cream of Corn Soup—Open a can of 
corn. 
Put in a kettle and add a pint of 
white stock; let simmer twenty minutes 
and press through a sieve. 
Rub a table- 
spoonful each of butter and flour to- 
gether, add to the soup and stir until 
thick, add to the boiling soup a pint of 
milk, take from the fire and stir in the 
beaten yolks of two eggs. 
Season with 
salt and pepper and serve. 


Cream of Celery Soujj—Wash three 
roots of celery, and cut in small pieces; 
cover with water and boil thirty min- 
utes; then press through a colander. 
Put a quart of milk on to boil, add the 
water to the ceilery,withone small onion. 
Rub a tablespooniul of flour and butter 
each together, and stir in the 
boiling

The operation of making matches 
from % pine log may be divided into 
fourheada, viz., preparing the splints, 
dipping the matches, box-making, and 
filling. 
When tho timber is brought 
into tho cutting room of tho factory it 
is seized upon by ft gang of men, who 
place it before a circular saw, where it 
IS out into blocks fifteen inches long, 
which is the length of seven matches. 
It is then freed of its bark and taken to 
tho turning-lathe, where, by means of a 
special form of fixed cutting-band run- 
ning its entire length, a continuouri 
tool, tho thickness of a match is cut 
off. As the block revolves and de- 
creases in diameter, the knife advances, 
and R band of veneer of uniform thick- 
ness is obtained. 
As the veneer rollrf 
off the knife it is met by eight small 
knives, which cut it into seven separate 
bands, each the length of a match. By 
this one operation, seven long ribbons 
of wood, each the length and thicknossrf 
of a match, are obtamed. 
These aro 
then broken into pieces six feet long, 
the knotty parts removed, and they are 
then fed into a machine which look^ 
and acts like a straw-chopper, 
which 
' cuts them into single matohe?, 
Tho 
machine 
cuts 
150 
bands 
at 
tho 
same time, and a mecharioal device 
pushes them forward the thickness of \\ 
piatch at each stroke of the cutter. 
This little machine with its one shtiqi 
knife can out over lO.nnO.OOO mafr.b^'i a 
day. 
From the cutting 
room tlie 


splints aro taken to the dry room, 
where they aro placed in revolving 
drums, which absorb all the moisture 
the splints may contain. 
They are 
then prepared for the dipping process, 
which is a very important operation, 
as 
each 
splint 
must 
have suffi- 
cient 
space 
to 
be 
fully 
coated, 
and 
yet 
not 
placed 
so close 
to 
the others as to cause the mixture to 
clot the heads of the other splints. 
To 
do this they are placed under an in- 
geniously constructed machine, which 
seems to work with almost human in- 
telligence, and 
are 
caught up 
and 
placed closely, but at regular intervals, 
into a dipping frame. 
These frames 
contain iorty-four movable laths, and 
between each lath the machine places, 
with clock-work regularity, fifty splints, 
making over 2,000 
splints 
in each 
frame. 
The heads of the splints are 
all on the same level, and a single at- 
tendant at each machine can place over 
1,000,000 splints in the frame per day. 
The dipping-vat is a stove of masonry, 
which contains three square pans. 
The 
first pan is for heating the splints so 
they will absorb the mixture, the sec- 
ond contains molten paraflSne, in which 
the points are dipped, and in the third 
thev are coated with the igniting com- 
position. 
Over 8,000,000 matches can 
be dipped by a skillful workman in one 
day. 
After the dipping process, the 
matches are dried -while in the frames, 
and aro then taken to the packing-room, 
where they aro put into boxes, by 
hand, ready for 
sale.—27ie
